Marathon bargaining 
sessions continued this week 
in Vancouver as both 
management and unions in 
the construction industry 
shied away from a total 
building halt. 

Construction work 
proceeded normally on 
Vancouver Island, although 
many jobs were tied up on the 
lower mainland as inside 
wiremen, members of Local 
213, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Unions, picketed some job 
sites. 

Their strike was reported 
spreading into the Okanagan, 
but there was no sign of unrest 
in the Victoria area. 

Key issues in the dispute 
remained a demand for 
automatic wage increases tied 
to the cost of living index, in 
addition to the (2.90 over two 
years already offered, and the 
need for a shorter work week 
to cut down on unemployment. 

The 16 construction unions, 
representing 35,000 con¬ 
struction workers in the 
province, have all taken strike 
vptes, and have been ready to 
take action since contracts 
expired April 31. 

Construction Labor 
Relations Association, which 
bargains for about 800 
provincial contractors, has in 
the past responded to selec¬ 
tive strikes by locking out 
union members through the 
province. 

This time, however,.it has 
held back irom confrontation 
techniques, and both sides are 
apparently still hoping for a 
settlement within days.

Vacations go by board 

Eco-sleuths in gear 


The people at CEPEX won’t 
be taking any holidays this 
summer. They’re too busy 
playing with nature in Saanich 
Inlet. 

CEPEX - Controlled 
Ecosystem Pollution Ex¬ 
periment — is a 10-year, $10 
million project begun last 
August by the International 
Delcade of Ocean Ex¬ 
ploration. 

After nearly a year of 
preparation in the laboratory 
— a trailer at Pat Bay’s 
Canadian Forces Base — the 
first experiment began this 
week. 


The “Sea Use Council,’’ a 
team of Seattle-based divers, 
launched four plastic bags, 52 
feet deep and eight feet in 
diameter, in the inlet, said 
CEPEX Resident Manager 
Frank Whitney. 

Each bag, valued at about 
$2,000, is attached to an 
acrylic ring, worth $8,000, at 
the surface, Whitney said. 

For the first two weeks all 
four bags will be filled with 
water from the inlet and 
tested each day to determine 
if the water in each bag is the 
same, he said 

The next experiment, ex¬ 


pected to last a month, 
Whitney said, will be to add 
copper to two bags and leave 
the others as controls. 

The CEPEX scientists hope 
to conduct at least three ex¬ 
periments this summer, said 
Whitney, adding it’s difficult 
to stick to a rigid schedule. 

The purpose of the ex¬ 
periments is to measure the 
long-term effects of heavy 
metals and hydrocarbons 
(gasoline derivatives) on 
marine food chains. 

The concentration of heavy 
metals which CEPEX intends 
to add to the water is within 


the range of concentrations 
now approved for discharge 
by industry into bodies of 
water. 

“Ifwr-vome up with good 
data, people should consider it 
seriously," Whitney said. 

If one link in a food chain is 
broken, he said, “then the 
chain is useless. You’re 
playing with nature.” 

The CEPEX experiments 
“might not be extensive 
enough” to form the basis for 
future legislation, he said, but 
researchers hope to be able to 
come up with some solid 
predictions on the future of 
our coastal waters. 


Disclosure bill returns 


New legislation requiring 
public officials to disclose the 
name of every corporation in 
which they have a financial 
interest was introduced this 
week in the Legislature. | 

The bill would require 
twice-yearly disclosures by all 
elected , municipal, regional 
and provincial officials as well 
senior public employees, 
excluding judges. 

The records of holdings by 
elected officials will be open to 
public inspection but not those 
of senior appointed officials. 

Financial .holdings of 
spouses and children will not 
be included in the disclosures 
unless the public official gains 
some benefit from the holding. 

The Public Officials and 
Employees Disclosure Act is 
similar to legislation in¬ 
troduced and then withdrawn 
a year ago. 

The previous act would have 
required disclosure of family 
holdings as well, however, and 
met with violent criticism 
from many officials who 
argued their wives or 
husbands had legititimate 
holdings of their own. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald said the change in 
the new act constituted “an 
important civil liberty for 
spouses" but he added that the 
remainder of the legislation is 
“tougher" than the previous 
bill. 

Some officials will probably 
resign rather than disclose 
their holdings, Macdonald 
said, but that is the price the 
public will have to pay for 
"total integrity in govern¬ 
ment.” 

“We’ve had Watergate’’ 
since introduction of the 
previous bill, he said. 

Macdonald said he knew of 
no similar legislation in 
Canada but certain American 


states, including Hawaii, have 
tougher regulations. 

Disclosure would be made 
through written statements in 
January and July and, ac¬ 
cording to Macdonald, will 


require no new bureaucratic 
structure to administer. 

Provincial officials or 
employees would have to 
disclose:

Postmen battle 
piled-up mail 

Victoria postal employees struggled this week to clear a 
backlog of mail, but didn’t quite manage it. 

Postmaster Jim Deans said it may take another week 
before all the mail which piled up during the eight-day national 
postal walkout is delivered. 

Employees returned to work Monday to face a 250,000-piece 
mail pileup. By mid-week, when the pile was being whittled 
down, fresh mail started coming in and put the post office back 
where it started. 

No temporary postal workers have been hired locally, but in 
Vancouver 250 temporary workers were hired to deal with 
millions of pieces of mail piled up by the walkout. 

Embargoes on mail to Quebec and the United States have 
now been lifted.

— the name of every 
business in the province 
financially remunerating

—the name of every 
creditor except for loans or

Municipal officials, in¬ 
cluding mayors, aldermen, 
council members and school 
board trustees, will be subject 
to the same disclosures with 
respect to corporations and 
creditors but only as regards 
businesses and land within the 
regional district in which they 
serve. 

The previous act would have 
also required disclosure of the 


nature of the holding as well 
as the name of the company. 

'Public employees are 
defined in the act as persons 
designated by cabinet who are 
employed by the provincial 
government or any of its 
boards, agencies or com¬ 
missions. 

It would probably include 
deputy ministers. 

Macdonald said municipal 
employees are not covered by 
the act and it will be the 
responsibility of municipal 
governments to designate 
which employees they wish to

Peninsula 

given 

reprieve 


Saanich Peninsula 
municipalities will not be 
penalized financially through 
a proposal in the draft 
Regional Plan to slash their 
population growth figures by 
14,000, Capital Region Board 
chairman Jim Campbell 
promised this week. 

In releasing the plan before 
it goes to member 
municipalities and areas for 
study, Campbell said an 
essential ingredient of the 
document provides for 
“growth equalization 
payments” to help meet the 
cost of sewers and other in¬ 
frastructure expenditures 
incurred on the basis of larger 
population projections. 

These capital costs, he said, 
would be spread over the 
district as a whole, with 
recognition from the various 
municipalities that they must 
accept such collective 
responsibility in order to 
achieve the most rational 
growth of the entire Greater 
Victoria area and the 
preservation of the Saanich 
Peninsula. 

Campbell said if the plan is 
to be adopted and to work, 
local authorities must 
recognize that for the future 
well-being of their total en¬ 
vironment they have to think 
and act beyond purely 
municipal boundaries. 

But Victoria Mayor Peter 
Pollen, chairman of the 
regional planning committee, 
said he is not optimistic the 
draft plan will be accepted 
and implemented because of 
the “multiplicity of com¬ 
ponents” making up the 
district. 

In that case, he added, he is 
prepared to urge the 
provincial government to 
impose it on the area and to 
insist that community plans 
are adopted in accordance 
with the regional plan. 

Two concepts for population 
distribution in metropolitan 
Victoria to the end of this 
century are outlined in the 
report. They are designed to 
accommodate a projected 
population of 367,000 (against 
the present 222,300) by the 
year 2001. 

The basic difference be¬ 
tween the two concepts is one 
of growth limitation on the 
peninsula. 

Concept A, approved in 
principle by the regional 
board a year ago, calls for a 
35,000 population in North and 
Central Saanich and Sidney — 
a little more than double the 
present figure of 16,200. 

But the second option — and 
one which Campbell said the 
planning committee is 
strongly urging the board to 
adopt — envisages a 
maximum population in the 


peninsula communities of 
21,000 people and shifts the 
emphasis on satellite growth 
to die Highland area. 

Earmarked for 11,000 
inhabitants in the earlier 
proposal, the Highlands would 
see a revised population 
figure of 25,000 to ac¬ 
commodate the 14,000 
previously destined for the 
peninsula communities. 

Specifically, the principle of 
peninsula preservation would 
bring about the following 
reductions in population 
allocations up to 2001: 

Central Saanich, 14,700 to 

8.300. 

Sidney, 11,000 to 8,000. 

North Saanich, 9,200 to 

4.300. 

Both options would provide 
a population figure of 272,000 


in the urban core area com¬ 
prising Victoria, Saanich, Oak 
Bay and Esquimau (present 
total 167,400) and 49,000 in the 
remaining electoral areas 
where the present population 
totals 26,500. 

On environmental grounds, 
the plan proposes that no 
more small-lot subdivision be 
allowed in most of Colwood 
and View Royal and a large 
part of Langford, until sewers 
are installed. 

With hillsides in those areas 
being utilized for develop¬ 
ment, the introduction to the 
report states, the tendency is 
for effluent-laden water to be 
discharged on to low land and 
cause contamination of the 
groundwater.

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Strachan checks 
licence penalty 

Transport Minister Bob Strachan said this week he will 
check again on whether Autoplan premiums for persons with 
bad driving records are legal

1 Legal eagle' gains freedom 


A 28-year-old Victoria man 
who knew the law better than 
the authorities is free again 
after spending more than 24 
hours in jail because of a 
stenographer’s error. 

The error in the case of 
Herbert Bruce Newton was 
made last February but didn’t 
catch up to him until this week 
and was not corrected until 
Victoria police and Victoria 
provincial court dug into the 
details. 


Newton was sentenced in 
Victoria in December of 1967 
and January of 1968 to a total 
of seven years in prison for 
break-ins and thefts and was 
taken to the B.C. Penitentiary 
in New Westminster. 

He was paroled in 1972 but 
the parole was cancelled and 
Newton went back to the same 
prison. Despite the parole 
problem, he accumulated 
some “good time” off the full 


seven-year term and was 
finally released last Feb. 8 

That’s when the error was 
made. A stenographer typing 
Newton’s release paper in¬ 
serted a stipulation that he 
was under mandatory 
supervision of a parole officer 
— a normal condition of many 
releases — and had to report 
to the officer. 

Newton didn t know of the 
stipulation and, naturally. 


didn’t report. The parole 
officer issued a warrant April 
18 and Newton was found and 
arrested at about 3 p.m 
Tuesday in Victoria. 

Wednesday morning, he 
appeared before Judge 
Wiliam Ostler on the warrant 
and insisted it was in error. 
From a knowledge of the law 
obtained while in prison, 
Newton explained mandatory 
supervision did not start in 


Canada until 1969 and could 
not apply to anyone sentenced 
before then. 

Ostler indicated he thought 
Newton was right but ex¬ 
plained his only power under 
the law was to sign the 
warrant for recommittal of 
Newton to prison, where the 
parole board would then hold 
a hearing to consider both 
sides 

When Newton continued to 


insist, Ostler asked that Legal 
Aid be brought into the case 
and put it over to Thursday. 

Thursday morning, when 
Newton’s name was called, he 
wasn't in jail. Prosecutor 
Peter Birkett explained the 
error had been discovered 
Wednesday afternoon by 
parole officials in Vancouver 
and Newton had been im¬ 
mediately released — at 4:25 
p.m. 


Later, it was learned Vic¬ 
toria police had advised the 
parole officials an error was 
possible. 

Told of the outcome, Ostler 
said: “I'm happy to hear that. 
His indignation certainly was 
convincing and it appears now 
it was righteous. Certainly the 
crown owes him an apology 
but perhaps he will settle for 
his unrestricted liberty.” 
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It would seem there’s a good deal of confusion in this 
country about the monarchy. 

A Canadian who has not actually lived in Britain, exposed to 
the climate of allegiance and the day-to-day influence of the 
crown, is apt to make a fool of himself in even discussing the 
subject. 

Several of them did one night this week on my favourite 
“hot line” show when the moderator suggested that a free and 
critical discussion of the role of royalty is impossible in Canada. 

This opinion, hopefully in the name of controversy, was 
immediately squelched by the fact that a free and critical 
discussion promptly ensued, though it seemed to me that the 
phoner-inners missed the significance of the issue by a country 
mile. 

That point is the simple fact that we in this country are so 
remote, geographically, intellectually and emotionally, from

How we view the 'Canadian' monarchy 

— we're too remote for controversy 


the real and vital influence of the monarchy that we can only 
consider it hypothetically. 

Whatever lip service we pay to affection or loyalty to the 
crown is no more than a token or a form of self-consciousness. 
The institution is not a daily part of our lives, has no weighable 
effect on us for good or evil. If there is uncritical or dishonest 
reverence, as the moderator made bold to suggest, it really is 
nothing more than ennui. 

The tumultuous acclaim which greets Her Majesty or her 
family during their infrequent visits to these shores would seem 
to refute this. 

Yet as a man who has covered five royal tours I am con¬ 
vinced that it is not the monarchy, as such, that is cheered, but 
simply the personages. It is nearly impossible, for example, to 
distinguish between a welcome to royalty in Toronto or Van¬ 
couver and a welfcome to royalty in New York or Washington. 

That sort of proprietary, possessive response which is 
characteristic of a British crowd simply doesn’t exist in Canada 


as a mass reaction though, of course, it is the reaction of many 
individuals. 

I would go so far as to say that the interest in the actual 
activities of the Queen or Phillip or Margaret or Charles or Anne 
is no different and no greater in Canada than it is in the United. 
States, a royalist-hungry nation if ever there was one. 

Much is made during these visits of the phrase “our queen.” 
Great care is taken to identify her as “Queen of Canada.” Yet 
there is, at best, a transient feeling of identity with the crown. 

The vast crowds in the streets dissolve as the royal 
limousine passes out of view and return to their daily lives 
without any more conscious affinity with the monarchy than 
before, however much they may have been moved by the per¬ 
sonalities or the spectacle. 

Indeed, the evidence of recent visits suggests that there 
may be a declining interest in such appearances and that even 
the symbolism of a field trip into the domain is on the wane. 

All of this explains why the “hot-line” moderator’s opinion 


that wee are somehow intimidated or afraid of a critical ap¬ 
praisal of the monarchy is groundless. 

Such debate, to get off the ground, relies on the presence of a 
strong anti-monarchy spokesman and there are few of them 
outside Quebec. 

The moderator, himself, was hoist on his own petard, as we 
iced to say, because he could not bring himself to leap up with 
a cry of “Down with the Queen!” He could only rationalize on 
the fact that the crown doesn’t mean much to this country and 
on that score he has no vocal opponents. The only possible an¬ 
swer he could expect would be, “So what?” 

While a Malcolm Muggeridge or a Lord Altrincham could 
once enjoy delicious notoriety in Britain by attacking any aspect 
of royalty (though both were always careful to assert their 
loyalty to the "sovereign) a man hopeful of similar notoriety in 
Canada would be doomed to the sharpest of all disappointments, 
the public yawn. It simply is not a vital issue. 

The bold critic of royalty, like the bold critic of the Arabian 
system of harems, may be provocative and interesting, but is 
unlikely to be locked in mortal combat.

A growing trend among media critics is to be openly 
hostile to newspaper monopolies and to argue there is too 
much concentration of large media ownership. 

One result of this has been a demand not only by these 
critics but also by other members of the community for 
the establishment of press councils to weigh grievances 
against the media. 

A press council, they suggest, would consist of a panel 
representing a cross-section of society and professional 
media members. It would receive complaints from any 
reader who believed there was a violation of good jour¬ 
nalism practices in the publication or non-publication of 
material, or in the professional conduct of those 
representing the media. 

One danger is that this would open the way for un¬ 
substantiated complaints from crackpots or accusers who 
make charges without sufficient evidence or without 
thought of the consequences of their actions. 

Procedural safeguards would have to be established 
to prevent abuses. An opportunity would have to be given 
to the publication to deal with the complaint prior to it 
being acted on by the press council. The complainant, if 
not satisfied, would then submit his case to the council 
along with all relevant material, including all 
correspondence with the publication and other evidence to 
support his claim. 

If, after its deliberations, the press council deter¬ 
mines there is no basis for the complaint, it should issue a 
statement favorable to the publication. 

If the press council determines that the publication 
has not followed good journalism practices, it should issue 
a statement saying so. 

There should be no penalties. There should be no 
suppression of publication. No one should go to prison. No 
one should be compelled to pay damages and no media 
representative should be required to disclose the sources 
of a story. Newspapers agreeing to the formulation of a 
press council would be expected to publish the decisions

Concocted direct quotations, distorted or untrue 
statements, misleading or deceiving headlines and failure 
to try to present all sides of a controversy are among 
practices that may be brought to the attention of a press 
council. 

The establishment of a press council in Greater 
Victoria is still a little bit in the future. The problems of 
agreeing on appointments to the panel and who would 
make them, of financing full-time staff to investigate 
complaints and, not surprisingly, publisher reaction still 
must be overcome. 

There are many publishers who object to an in- 
deDendent evaluation of their performance. They suggest 
that any snooping or meddling by outsiders will erode 
freedom of the press. They suggest they will continue to 
police themselves; that they are fair; that they answer to 
their own consciences and that they cover all the news in 
keeping with their space and staff limitations. They 
complain that any press council may be too combersome 
and subject to partisanship, sectional bias and narrow 
parochialism. The readers are their critics and the letters 
to the editor column are open to them, they already have 
too many people looking over their shoulder, they claim. 

But have they? 

It’s difficult to believe that powerful newspaper 
chains would be intimidated by press councils. They 
should have no fear of publicity. They should welcome 
independent appraisal. 

It won’t do any harm and might do some good.

Higher taxi fares likely 


Victoria’s taxi operators 
will get a 10 cents per mile 
fare increase if city council 
accepts a recommendation of 
its finance committee. 

The so-called “flag” or 
basic minimum charge will 
remain at 80 cents, but this 
will be for the first one-sixth of 
a mile instead of the present 
one-fifth. The fare will be 10 
cents for each additional one- 
sixth of a mile, making the 
rate per mile $1.30 compared 
with the present $1.20. 

The hourly waiting-time 
rate will also go up, from $6 to 
$ 8 . 


After hearing a delegation 
from the Victoria Taxi 
Owners Association this week, 
aldermen agreed the fare 
increase was justified in the 
light of higher gas prices, 
insurance premiums and 
other rising prices. 

Association chairman John 
Prevedoros (C. and C. Taxis) 
told the committee his 
company’s operating costs 
came to about $5.35 per hour, 
but revenue averaged $5.13, 
producing a 22-cent-per-hour 
loss. 

‘‘We can’t stay in business 
and lose money,” he said, 


pointing out that under the 
taxi bylaw operators must 
provide a 24-hour service, 
despite lack of custom 
through the early morning 
hours. 

Officials said Vancouver 
taxi drivers are now seeking a 
fare increase which will make 
their mile rate five cents 
lower than Victoria’s in¬ 
creased rate. 

In explanation, Prevedoros 
noted that city’s larger 
population and area tends to 
involve shorter taxi journeys 
and a higher turnover of 
business. 


In this area, he said, a taxi 
may take a fare to the West 
Saanich Road and return to 
the city centre before it gets 
any other use. 

The association also asked 
council to give preliminary 
thought to limiting the 
number of taxi licences in the 
city, if there was legislative 
authority for such action. 

Prevedoros said the 
association takes the view 
that established taxi firms in 
the city should have their 
investment and business 
protected through licence 
limitations. 


At the present time, he said, 
up to 15 extra licences are 
granted for the summer 
months, and the operators 
concerned "take the cream off 
the top and disappear in the 
fall.” 

“The more people who come 
in, the smaller the pie, and up 
goes the rate again," hie 
added. 

The committee tabled the 
proposal pending a detailed 
submission from the 
association justifying such a 
policy. 


Food prices take lump again 


It's not that food prices are going up, but the rate at 
which some items are rising may surprise the most inflation¬ 
conscious shopper. 

In the six weeks since The Express made its last survey of 
prices in five local supermarkets, a 10-pound bag of sugar has 
risen between 16 and 29 cents in price. 

Eggs are up as much as 10 cents a dozen. 

The instant coffee we checked has risen 20 ceuls in all but 
one supermarket. Two stores are offering a special 11-ounce jar 
of coffee; ““Get one ounce free,” says the jar. However, a 
comparable 10-ounc jar was 20 cents less six weeks ago.

$45,000 homes 
in Oak Bay 
taxed $14 more 


Oak Bay residents will have 
a 5.243 mill hike in their taxes 
this year and may be asked to 
vote on a works referendum in 
the fall. 

In its final budget-paring 
session this week, council’s 
estimates committee lopped 
off $164,702 from the 
estimated general and debt 
budget, a reduction of 2.78 
mills. 

This is an increase of 2.77 
mills over the general and 
debt budget for 1973. 

In addition, taxpayers will 
have a 2.51 mill rate increase 
for schools, bringing the total 
increase to 5.243 mills. 

The budget passed this week 


is strictly a hold-the-line one 
and aldermen are concerned 
that if road surfacing and 
other works items not in¬ 
cluded in the budget are not 
done soon the municipality 
will be faced with gigantic 
increases in the works budget 
in a few years. 

Works committee chairman 
Aid. Doug Watts agreed this 
week to draw up a priority list 
of work that should perhaps be 
done through borrowing 
money with approval by 
referendum from the 
ratepayers. 

The council is expected to 
make a decision on the 
referendum soon. 


Protective costs 
blamed for hike 


Central Saanich council this 
week struck a 31.07 general 
mill rate to cover its total levy 
of more than $1.29 million 
The largest share of the 
budget, which has increased 
3.44 mills from last year, is for 
the municipality’s protective 
services such as fire and 
police departments. These 
will cost $242,131 this year. 

More than $242,000 this year 
will f go to the public works 
department, with most of the 


money being spent on road 
construction. 

Another budget item’which 
is high on the list of ex¬ 
penditures is the money 
necessary to run the 
municipality. This year it will 
cost $149,330. 

About 2,500 taxpayers in the 
municipality will receive their 
tax notices by mail sometime 
in June with the deadline 
payment set at Aug. 1. 


Based on the new mill rate, 
the owner of a home that had a 
market value of $45,000 in late 
1973 will have a total increase 
of taxes of $44—$21 for schools 
and $23 for general. Taking • 
away the $30 provincial 
government’s school resource 
dividend, this would mean an 
increase of $14. 

If the market value of the 
home had been $55,000 in late 
1973, the home owner will 
have an increase of $56—$27 
for schools and $29 for 
general. Because the school 
resource dividend is pegged to 
20 per cent of net school taxes, 
in this case it will be $35, 
making an increase of $21. 

If council decides to hold a 
referendum to get vital works 
items records indicate it will 
be the first time in Oak Bay’s 
history that a works 
referendum has been held. 

At this week’s budget 
meeting municipal engineer- 
planner Geoffrey White 
cautioned that an extra 10 per 
cent should be added to the 
estimates on work in order to 
offset spiralling costs. 

While aldermen trimmed 
frills from the 1974 budget, 
$7,000 for a tree survey was 
added. 

‘‘We have to keep our trees 
healthy if we are to maintain 
the character of Oak Bay," 
Watts said. 

“We don’t want to become 
Japanese Plum Bay,” Aid. 
John Goult quipped. 


$900,000 OUT OF BUDGET 

Cut in Saanich 


A small tax reduction should 
be noticed by typical Saanich 
property owners this year 
after aldermen managed in 
three sessions this week to 
trim nearly $900,000 from 
budget estimates and keep the 
mill rate to a nominal one-mill 
rise. 

The drop in net taxes — 
after allowing for the 
homeowner grant — is at¬ 
tributable to lower school 
costs in the typical example 
quoted by the municipal 
treasury department. This 
year’s rate of 46.48 mills will 
raise more than $8 million for 
general, debt and regional 
purposes. 

The mill rate includes a one- 
mill levy for regional pollution 
control which will go towards 
trunk sewers and sewage 
treatment facilities that will 
be of benefit to the Greater 
Victoria area. 

In 1973 a typical home 
valued at $45,000-$50,000 with 
three bedrooms and between 
eight and nine years old would 
have been taxed $445.35 in¬ 
cluding school tax after 
deducting the provincial 
homeowner grant. 

This year the same property 
will be charged $424.86, 


assuming there are no ad¬ 
ditional charges for local 
improvements. 

Also, by virtue of the on-mill 
sewer levy, the sewer parcel 
and user charge to those 
houses within the sewer en¬ 
terprise area will come down 
a typical $9.05 if the property 
is entitled to abatement of 


This situation is chiefly 
attributable to a drop in the 
parcel charge from $63 for the 
typical property to $36.70, with 
the user charge remaining at 
$21.30. The sewer land tax 
would be $9.76 and the 
regional levy $7.49 for a total 
$75.20 or $66.55 after the 
abatement, compared with 
$75.60 last year.

Jubilee acquires 
Veterans' Hospital 

Royal Jubilee Hospital will take over the adjacent 
Veterans’ Hospital late this summer, making about 100 
more acute-care beds available for community use. 

Dr. A. C. Pickles, executive director at Jubilee, said 
the hospital board has decided to accept an invitation 
from Health Minister Dennis Cocke to assume respon¬ 
sibility for operation of Veterans’ Hospital and integration 
of services at the two hospitals. 

The 270-bed Veterans’ Hospital was transferred from 
federal to provincial ownership last month after years of 
negotiations. 

Terms of the agreement give entitled veterans 
priority in hospital care and these conditions will be fully 
respected by Jubilee, said Pickles. 

Initially this means about 170 beds at Veterans’ are to 
be set aside for care of veterans, the balance of 100 being 
available for community use. 

Where not all the 170 beds for veterans are needed at a 
given time, they will also be given over to community use. 


Relief judge steps in 
to ease court load 


Further expansion of the 
trial backlog at Victoria 
provincial court has been 
avoided by the agreement of 
Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre to 
take over temporarily as 
judge in a courtroom whose 
closure was forced this week 

St. Jorre, relief judge in the 
provincial courts of Greater 
Victoria, will start Monday in 
the second criminal court 
section left vacant when the 
provincial government failed 
to appoint a successor to 
retiring Judge E. F. N. 
Robinson. 

Robinson finished work 
Tuesday, more than a month 
after notifying the govern¬ 
ment, and Judge F. S. Green 
replaced him in traffic court 
which has a sizeable daily 
docket as well as trials. 

Green had been presiding in 
the second criminal court and 
the lack of a new appointment 
caused District Judge 


William Ostler to close that 
section for three days this 
week. 

New dates had to be set for 
four trials scheduled in the 
four days. All will be heard in 
July as future dockets in all 
three courts are filled for 
about 12 weeks. 


St. Jorre is also coroner for 
Greater Victoria and has a 
full-time law office.

Skagit flood 'illegal' 


SEATTLE — Former 
Liberal MLA Dave Brousson 
charged into the U.S. Federal 
Power Commission hearing 
here with a hard-hitting at¬ 
tack on Seattle City Light. 

Brousson accused the 
company of having illegally 
extended its reservoir into the 
Skagit Valley and he called for 
existing flooding in the Skagit 
to be moved back to the 49th 
parallel.

'Fifty more like me' 
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BROSSEAU, Alta — Ralph Steinhauer, who has been ap¬ 
pointed Canada s first Indian lieutenant-governor, said any one 
of 50 Indians in Alberta had just as good qualifications for the 
post. 

I’m not a university graduate and I never went to high 
school,” he said in an interview. “From the point of view of 
social status, I haven’t got a clue. I’ll probably appear in the 
legislature in my overalls.” 

The 68-year-old farmer said he accepted Ihe position partly 
for the sake of non-Indian people —to “let them know that 
people have faith in our abilities.” 

A Cree, Steinhauer was a founder of the Indian Association 
of Alberta, president of the Indian Development Corp., a 
member of the federal subcommittee on Indian economic 


development, councillor of the Saddle Lake Indian band for 34 
years and its chief for three years. 

He and his wife and five children built up their 700-acre 
farm by what he called “a lifetime of hard work" and he said he 
was leaving it most reluctantly to go to Edmonton. 

“The change in lifestyle is something we really had to 
consider. No other thing (but the appointment) would have 
brought us in. We’re got to take it in our stride.” 

Steinhauer was certain he would not be able to match the 
style of the current lieutenant-governor, Grant MacEwan, who 
is retiring soon. He said he was first asked his feeling about 
accepting the post three weeks ago. 

“It was awfully busy that day. And it’s not something you 
can say ‘yes’ to right away. I’m a married man and take my 
wife into my confidence,” he said.

U.K. PROSPECTS 


North Sea gusher 


LONDON — A major new 
North Sea oil discovery has 
made Britain’s prospects 
brighter for oil self- 
sufficiency by 1980. 

The Burmah Oil Company 
of Britain has announced what 
could be the biggest North Sea 
oil find so far in a field east of 
the Shetland Islands. 

Burmah said it hoped to 
produce between 150,000 and 
330,000 barrels of oil a day 
from the Ninian Field where 
British Petroleum and 
Canada’s Ranger Company 
already have made an im¬ 
portant oil find. 

The Burmah find suggests 
the Ninian Field might 
produce up to 500,000 barrels 
of oil a day, or about a quarter 
of Britain's needs. 

The Ninian Field is ex¬ 
pected to be the largest in the 
British sector of the North 
Sea, with Shell-Exxon’s joint 
venture in the Brent Field 
producing 450,000 barrels a 
day and British Petroleum’s 
Forties Field producing 
400,000 barrels a day. 

The Burmah strike is the 
15th significant discovery in 
Scottish waters. 


Experts estimate total 
potential oil production off 
Scotland at three million 
barrels a day, or about a third 
more than Britain’s current 
oil needs. 

Meanwhile, in the north 
Atlantic, another spot holds 
promise of being rich in oil, 
but ownership of the land — or 
more accurately, the sea floor 
around a speck of rock — is 
being disputed by Britain and 
Ireland. 

The tiny islet of Rockall, 160 
miles west of St. Hilda and 260 
miles north of Londonderry, is 
known to every Briton as a 
weather forecast reference 
point. 

But nothing grows on the 
islet which has a cir¬ 
cumference of about 100 yards 
and sticks out of the sea like a 
needle to a height of 75 feet 
and it has been completely 
neglected until recent times. 

The U.K. parliament 
declared it part of In- 
vernessshire in 1971, after 
Royal Navy men landed on it 
by helicopter in 1955 and fixed 
a Union Jack on the summit, 
but Ireland contends that 
Rockall is one of its outlying 
islands.

“I wrote a letter to my love 
and on the way ...” the letter 
got faced-up, cancelled, 
primed, sorted, trayed, 
relayed and finally delivered. 

It’s a complicated process 
just to get one letter from one 
person to another in the same 
city, but it works. 


An average of 65,000 pieces 
•of mail, and sometimes as 
many as 95,000 pieces, are 
deposited every day in the 
drive-in mailbox in front of the 
Victoria Post Office. 

Before even one of those 
letters reaches its final 
destination it is handled by at 


least seven people and travels 
around two of the massive 
floors in the post office 
building on Government 
Street. 

When the mail first emerges 
down a chute from the drive-in 
mailbox, it is ferried along a 


conveyor belt where sorters 
turn the letters face up. After 
the letters are separated into 
large and small pieces, they 
go through a cancelling 
machine which stamps the 
day and time received. 

Then it’s on to the. 


“primers” who pick out the 
mail for Victoria addresses. 
The local mail is put on huge 
trays on rolling carts and 
rolled into the elevator and up 
to the second floor where 
sorters divide the letters into 
six city sections or zones. 


The sorting clerks, who 
know by memory which street 
in the city is in which zone, 
sort' the mail into each 
carrier's zone. The mail is 
delivered to the desk of one of 
the more than 70 postmen who 
tramp the city streets and the 
carriers themselves sort out 


their bundle by section, street 
and house. 

When the postie finally 
shoulders his bag and walks 
out into the rain, sleet or snow, 
he’s carrying between 35 and 
40 pounds of mail. 

With each letter delivered, 
the load gets a little lighter.

Hockey League clubs are now Canadian owned. 

Vancouver Canucks were rid of foreign ownership 
with the Thursday night announcement that a group 
headed by Western Broadcasting had purchased the 
701,000 shares owned by the U.S.-based Medicor group 
which brought Vancouver into the NHL. 

The announcement was made by Frank Griffiths, 
president of Western Broadcasting, which already owned 
almost 10 per cent of the Canuck stock and was the second 
largest shareholder. 

It was also announced Thursday night that Coley Hall, 
who assumed the role for the troubled Canucks last year, 
will continue as club president and that Phil Maloney, who 
took over early this year, has been given a two-year 
contract to stay on as manager and coach. 

Hall had been working for some time to bring 
Canadian ownership to the Canucks, and he had an 
arrangement with Tom Scallen of Medicor whereby he 
could arrange for the purchase of Medicor stock for 50 
cents a share less than the best offer.

Fish action 
perking 
on island 

Express Outdoor Editor 

Daylight saving time and the month of May combine to 
produce some exciting action for Vancouver Island fishermen 
both in fresh and salt water. 

Extended daylight hours give the ever-hopeful angler time to 
reach his favorite spot before the “bite” comes on and May 
weather generally heralds a quickening of trout appetites. 

In the salt-chuck, bluebacks are starting to feed voraciously 
| in a number of Island spots and should be reaching coho si 2 e 
| toward the end of the month. 

But first, let’s cover some of the locations to try for trout. 

Now is a good time to hit the spillways of both the Ladore 
and Strathcona dams as well as Upper Campbell, Lower 
Campbell and the Sayward Forest lakes near Campbell River. 

Waters are still cool from the winter so paste or roe might 
be the most productive bait. 

Other lower-elevation lakes worth dunking a worm in (or 
flipping a fly over if you’re so inclined) are Comox, Great 
t Central, Elsie, Sproat (near the mouth of the Taylor River), 
Cowichan, Dougans, Shawnigan, Somenos, Quamichan, Wild 
Deer, Old Wolf, Prospect, Elk and Kemp 

Large brown trout are now biting near Skutz Falls and along 
the upper reaches of the Cowichan River. 

Black ants and mayflies are now hatching in a number of 
areas because of the warm weather. If you’re lucky enough to 
hit a lake or stream just as the hatch is beginning, be prepared 
for some of the best Oshingofyour life. 

\ P^rhflf>S the mosfftp&Tar and productive' metficxfof fishing 
Jfor trout is with a bobbCT 4nd Worm in the smaller lakes or with 
| a willow-leaf and worm in the larger lakes. Particularly handy 
is a locally-produced antennae float with which you can cast out 
and have the worm drop down to any predetermined level. 

But don’t turn up your nose at fly fishing. Any black-hued fly 
is dynamite on early-season trout. ‘ 

Bass fishermen should wait until the end of June. The 
smallmouth bass which were planted in a number of Island 
lakes should be starting to spawn shortly and any fish taken 
lowers the population not just by one. 

Fishing for Chinook salmon is also respectable now at a 
number of locations. 

Best local areas to try are Tod Inlet, Finlayson Arm, Coal 
Island, Dock Island, Sidney Spit, Goat Island, Saxe Point, 
Pedder Bay, Beechey Head, Aldrich Point and the west side of 
San Juan Bay. 

Further up-Island, try Separation Point and up through the 
Narrows, Bold Bluff, Northwest Bay, at the mouth of Albemi 
Inlet and off Campbell River. 

Bluebacks are providing tremendous action from Nanaimo 
to Northwest Bay with small spoons or flashtails productive.

In respect 
f to the Colwood site, Campbell 
said the district is attempting 
to work with the federal and 
provincial governments to 
l locate there the oil tank in-

Campbell told reporters the 
I reason for updating the draft 
plan since it was endorsed last

Once a costly extension of 
I the Greater Victoria water 
■ supply had been installed to 
I the peninsula communities, he

I justify extensive development 
L— a process that would soon 
flead to the destruction cf the 
■•’peninsula's agricultural 
|resource. 

By limiting the area’s 
[ growth to a population of 
21,000, the planning com : 
I mittee believes the peninsula 
l can find sufficient water for 
I its needs without seeking an 
' extension from the Sooke 
Lake system. 


But Campbell said if a 
groundwater survey proves 
that is not the case, a decision 
on water requirements can 
be made after the board has 
decided on optimum 
population figures. 

“In the past we have tended 
to say the water is coming, 
some day, so let’s put the 
people there now,” he said. 

Pollen said one of the major 
problems to be resolved will 
be the financial situation in 
the municipality of Saanich, 
which is earmarked for a total 
population of 143,500 by 2001 — 
far less than the 226,000 figure 
attainable under present 
policies. 

He said if it is found that 
Saanich has "over-extended” 
itself with expenditure on 


sewers and other capital 
costs, on the basis of earlier 
population projections, the 
bulk of that responsibility will 
have to be picked up by the 
provincial government. 

Alternatively, Pollen said, 
there was no reason why such 
costs shouldn't be met through 
a "punitive” tax on capital 
gains resulting from land 
speculation. 

Campbell said 
municipalities are being 
asked to report their views on 
the draft plan before the end 
of this month. The necessary 
bylaw would then be given 
first readings and referred 
back to the municipalities for 
further consideration before 
the plan was adopted — 
possibly this fall.

see covered by the disclosure 
law 

Officials failing to file a 
written disclosure will be 
subject to summary con¬ 
viction and a fine not ex¬ 
ceeding $10,000. 

The Supreme Court will also 
be able to levy damages 
against any official or em¬ 
ployee who has made a 
financial gain from in¬ 
volvement in an interest that 
was not disclosed. 

The act, if passed by the 
legislature, will come into 
force May 1 and the first 
written disclosure would be 
required by July 15, 1974. 

In a press release, issued 


immediately following the 
bill’s introduction. Opposition 
leader Bill Bennett said the 
bill is "an affront to all of the 
principles of freedom in 
British Columbia.” 

"It is the single most 
dangerous bill presented by 
this socialist-controlled 
government since they took 
office," said the release 

Bennett said the bill “totally 
destroys individual privacy 
and the privacy, as well, of his 
family” and “the only escape 
from the NDP bill is through 
death.” 

He criticized the legislation 
for allowing inspection of the 
disclosures by anyone and for 
providing no oath of secrecy.

The bill will give the

Powers in statute, Gardom 
said, are far too great. The 
possible expropriation of 
existing companies was just 
one example, he added. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace called the legislation 
“far too extensive and ill- 
defined.” 

The government, Wallace 
said, may have good in¬ 
tentions, but the powers it was 
assuming were frightening. 
He compared the situation 
with the trend in some 
European countries "like 
Hungary, where freedom is a 
myth." 

Don Phillips (SC—South 
Peace River) told the house 
the bill was one more step in 
the government’s plan to 
erode freedom in the 
province. Soon there would be 
no necessity for legislative 
sessions. The government 
could make all decisions by 
order-in-council. 

Phillips accused cabinet 
ministers of “setting them¬ 
selves up as complete dic¬ 
tators.” 

Heckled by Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke, who asked him 
“where were you when the 
brains were handed out?” 
Phillips shouted back: "You 
should look after that sick 
government" and "design 
more mental health centres, 
because this government is 
driving people crazy.” 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer, in closing 
debate, said he is convinced 
that with a good transit 
system the government would 
succeed in getting people 
“from behind the wheels of 
their cars.”

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Too many programs at UVic?

Marine life course 
approved by senate

The course will run from 
Aug. 18 to Aug. 31 and is 
designed to introduce students 
to marine life, the en¬ 
vironment and management 


caution in planning is needed 
if new schools are being 
formulated at the expense of 
existing programs. 

Graduate studies dean Dr. 
Stephen Jennings conceded 
that the English department 
"had expressed a number of 
concerns and one was the 
library. There were others.” 

Jennings said "there are 
situations that cannot easily 
be remedied, but the Jibrary is 
not the major concern. Others 
are of a more profound 
nature.” He did not elaborate. 


Commenting on the 
situation, UVic president Dr. 
Hugh Farquhar made it clear 
he didn’t "support any new 
programs at the expense of 
existing programs. No money 
was taken from other areas 
for new schools and I don’t 
think we’re endangering other 
programs.” 

His view was echoed by 
library head Dean Halliwell 
who said library holdings in 
graduate English studies were 
"more than adequate.” 


He said the English 
graduate department had 
focused on modem English 
and Anglo-Irish studies. If, 
however, "the department is 
changing focus, we might 
need a new focus.” 

English department 
chairman Dr. David Jeffrey 
was not available for com¬ 
ment, but a spokesman for the 
graduate studies department 
said he was "unable to shed 
any light on the subject.” 

Roger Napier, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to 


Jennings, said there were 
"only a few" students enrolled 
in the graduate English 
program which was started 
"several years ago." He said 
he was aware of the rumor. 

The new schools initially 
referred to by Woods include a 
law school, nursing school, 
school of social welfare and 
other innovative programs all 
in the planning stages after an 
announcement last week that 
$900,000 funding would be 
available from the provincial 
department of education.

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THE TRANSCRIPT 


On March 21, 1973, 

President Richard Nixon met 
with former White House 
aides H. R. Haideman and 
John Dean to discuss the 
break-in at the office of Dr. 
Lewis Fielding,, psychiatrist 
of Pentagon Papers trial 
defendant Daniel Ellsberg. 

Mentioned at the meeting 
was a continued blackmail 
operation by E. Howard Hunt 
and G. Gordon Liddy, con¬ 
victed of the break-in, who 
sought a cash payoff in return 
for their silence. 

Dean estimated $1 million 
would be needed over two 
[years to buy their silence and 
Nixon said it could be raised. 
Hut Dean said the problem 
was getting clean money. 
"This is the sort of thing Mafia 
people can do: washing 
money,'* Dean said, adding 
that former attorney-general 
John Mitchell should be the 
man to handle that part of the 
operation. How to avoid 
perjury also was discussed 
and Nixon suggested he could 
testify simply that he couldn't 
recall. Following are excerpts 
from the edited transcripts of 
the meeting. D is Dean, 11 is 
Haideman and P is Nixon. 

D. Let me give you my 
overall first. 

P. In other words, your 
judgment as to where it 
stands, and where we will go. 

I). I think that there is no 
doubt about the seriousness of 
the problem we’ve got. We 
have a cancer within, close to 
the presidency, that is 
growing It is growing daily. 
It’s compounded, growing 
geometrically now, because it 
compounds itself. That will be 
clear if I, you know, explain 
some of the details of why it is. 
Basically, it is because (1) we 
are being blackmailed; (2) 
people are going to start 
perjuring themselves very 
quickly that have not had to 
perjure themselves to protect 
other people in the line. And 
there is no assurance . . . 

P. That that won’t bust? 

D. That that won’t burst . . 
D. . . Here is what is 

happening right now. What 
sort of brings matters to the 
(unintelligible). One, this is 
going to be a continual black¬ 
mail operation by Hunt and 
Liddy and the Cubans. .Nq 
doubt about it. And McCord, 
who is another one involved. 
McCord has asked for 
nothing . . . and as you know 
Colson has talked indirectly to 
Hunt about commutation. All 
of these things are bad, in that 
they are problems, they are 
promises, they are com¬ 
mitments. They are the very 
sort of thing that the Senate is 
going to be looking most for. I 
don’t think they can find them, 
frankly. 

P. Pretty hard. 

D. pretty hard. Damn 
hard. It’s all cash. 

P. Pretty hard l mean 
as far as the witnesses 
are concerned. 

D. Alright, now. the 
blackmail i s continuing. 
Hunt called one of the 
lawyers from the re-elec- 
t i o n committee on last 
Friay to leave it with him 
over the weekend. The 
guy came in to see me to 
give a message dire^* Ur to 
me. From Hunt to me 
. . . Hunt now is demand¬ 
ing another $72,000 for his 
own personal expenses: 
another 150.000 to pay at¬ 
torneys fees; $120,000 
he said, “I am going to 
be sentenced on Friday, 
and I’ve got to get mv 
financial affairs in order.” 

. . . Hunt has now made 
a direct threat against 
Ehrlichman. As a result of 
this, this is his blackmail. 
He says. ”1 will bring 
John Ehrlichman down to 
his knees and put him in 
jail. I have done enough 
seamy things for he and 
Krogh. they’ll never sur¬ 
vive it.*’ 

P. Was he talking about 
Ellsberg? 

” D. Ellsberg, and appar¬ 
ently some other things. I 


don’t know the full extent 
of it. 

P. I don’t know about 
anything else. 

D. Well, first of all. 
there is the problem of 
t h e continued blackmail 
which will not only go on 
now. but it will go on 
while these people are in 
prison, and it will com¬ 
pound the obstruction of 
justice situation. It will 
cost money. It is danger¬ 
ous. People around here 
are not pros at this sort 
of thing. This is the sort 
of thing Mafia people can 
do: washing money, get¬ 
ting clean monev. and 
things like that. We just 
don’t know about those 
things, because we are not 
criminals and not used to 
dealing in that business. - 
P. That’s right. 

D. It is a tough thing 
to know how to do. 

P. Maybe it takes a 
gang to do that. 

D. That’s right. There is 
a real problem as to 
whether we could even do 
it. Plus there is a real 
problem in raising monev. 
MitcheM has been working 
on raising some money. 
He is one of the ones with 
the most to lose. But 
there is no denying the 
fact that the White House, 
in Ehrlichman, Haideman 
and Dean are involved in 
some of the early money 
decisions. 

P. How much money do 
you need? 

D. I would say these 
people are going to cost a 
million dollars over the 
next two years. 

P. We could get that. 
On the money, if you need 
the money you could get 
that. You could get a bul¬ 
lion dollars. You could get 
it in cash. I know where 
it could be gotten. It is 
not easy, but it could be 
done But the question is 
who the hell would handle 
it? Anv ideas on that? 

D. That’s right. Well. I 
think that is something 
that Mitchell ought to be 
charged with. 

P. I would think so too. 
D. Let me continue a 
little bit right here now. 
When I say this is a grow¬ 
ing cancer. I sav It for 
reasons like this. Bud 
Krogh, in his testimony 
before the the grand jury, 
was forced to perjure him¬ 
self . . . 

P. What did he perjure 
himself on. John? 

D. Did he know the Cu¬ 
bans. He did. 

P. He said he didn’t? 

O. That is right. They 
didn’t press him hard. 

P. He might be able to 
— I am just trying to 
think. Perjury is an awful^ 
hard rap to prove. If he 
could just say that I — 
well, go ahead. 

D. Well, so that is one 
perjury. Mitchell and Ma- 
gruder are potential per¬ 
jurers. There is always 
the possibility of any one 
of these individuals blow¬ 
ing. Hunt. Liddy. Liddy is 
in jail right now, serving 
his time and having a 
good time right now. I 
think Liddy in his own 
biazarre way the strongest 
of all of them. So there is 
that possibility. 

P. Your major guy to 
keep under control is 
Hunt? 

D. That is right. 

P. I think. Does he 
know a lot? 

D. He knows so much. 
He could sink Chuck Col¬ 
son . . . 

P. Just looking at the 
immediate problem, don’t 
you think you have to 
handle Hunt’s financial sit¬ 
uation damn soon? 

D. I think that is — I 
talked with Mitchell about 
that last night and . . . 

P. It seems to me we 
have to keep the cap on 
the bottle that much, or 
we don’t have any options.

Committee rejects offer 


WASHINGTON - President Richard 
Nixon’s offer of edited transcripts Instead of 
Watergate tapes has been rejected by the 
House judiciary committee. 

The committee, which voted 20-18, vir¬ 
tually along party lines, decided to send 
Nixon a letter rejecting his televised offer of 
transcripts of 31 of the requested 42 tapes. 

Voting on the motion followed the stunning 
disclosure by John Doar, the committee’s 
special counsel on impeachment, that there 
‘were discrepancies between the transcripts 
supplied by Nixon and those made by the 
committee staff of some of the recordings. 


"We have found, quite candidly, that these 
(White House) transcripts are not accurate/ 
Doar said. However, he added, he was not 
suggesting there was any deliberate 
distortion, merely that the committee staff 
had been able to pick up some parts of some 
talks that were marked “unintelligible” on 
the White House transcripts. 

Nixon’s lawyers fought Wednesday to 
have another subpoena quashed. They were 
given a six-day extension to turnover the 
tapes and documents to special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski. On May 8, Judge John Sirica 
will rule on the move to quash the subpoena.

Infant syndrome 
'not preventable 
or hereditary ' 
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Crib death — or what 
doctors call the sudden infant 
death syrJrome — is neither 
hereditary, infectious nor 
preventable, according to a 
University of B.C. pediatrics 
professor. 

And yet agonized parents 
faced with the loss of a 
newborn child through this 
syndrome are prone to 
irreversible emotional 
damage, including feelings of 
guilt and helplessness, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Sydney Segal, 
neonatolQgy director at 
Vancouver General Hospital. 

Dr. Segal says the syn¬ 
drome, in which the baby dies 
suddenly (almost always 
through sleep) for no apparent 
reason, is probably a con¬ 
cealed neurological problem 
that remains a mystery to 
doctors. 


"Sometimes an autopsy 
might reveal a genetically 
important malformation or 
another condition so that a 
label can be put on the death, 
but more often nothing is 
found.” • 

And yet parents faced with a 
crib death "torment them¬ 
selves endlessly wondering 
how they might have 
prevented the death,” Dr. 
Segal told a conference of B.C. 
family doctors at The Em¬ 
press. 

He said approximately 100 
parents in B.C. suffer this 
tragedy each year. 

"For every 1,000 live births, 
two or three will die in early 
infancy, their deaths unex¬ 
pected and unexplained even 
after an autopsy.”

Rent-controls 
clear House, 
await assent 


Interim rent control 
legislation received final 
reading in the legislature Lhis 
week and needs only formal 
royal assent to establish an 
eight per cent limit on rent 
increases in B.C. 

An amendment plugging a 
loophole in the legislation was 
approved over opposition 
objections during the hour- 
long debate of the Residential 
Premises Interim Rent 
Stabilization Act. 

The amendment, introduced 
by backbencher Colin 
Gabelmann (NDP-North 
Vancouver-Seymour), ex¬ 
pands the definition of rent to 
include charges "for such 
services and conveniences as 
the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council may prescribe.” 

Gabelmann argued that 
many landlords hoped to 
circumvent the rent freeze by 
increasing charges for "ex¬ 
tras” such as parking, gar¬ 
bage collection and cleaning. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald, who is respon¬ 
sible for the bill, said he 
agreed it was a loophole and 


Prices stay down 
breast uplift 


on 


Inflation is hurting 
everyone these days — except 
the 200 or so B.C. women who 
each year look for a special 
kind of uplift. 

And this is not achieved by 
silicone injections — nor even 
really by inflation — but by 
plastic surgery and the 
surgical insertion of special 
“mammary prostheses” to 
swell the breasts. 

These tear-drop shaped 
jelly-like prostheses were 
demonstrated by salesmen 
outside a conference of plastic 
surgeons at The Empress this 
week. 

Salesman Maurice Popple 
said the prosthesis — really a 
“seamless envelope” con¬ 
taining a "low viscosity 
translucent silicone gel” — 
was designed to correspond as 
closely as possible to the 
“soft, bouncy" fluid-like 
mobility of normal breasts. 



used to swell breasts 


After childbirth some 
women find their mammary 
glands atrophy and their 
breasts sag, said Popple. 

It is then that plastic 
surgeons get to work and fill 
them with the jelly-like fill. 
The operation is called 
“augmentation mam- 
maplasty” — the idea being to 
increase the size of small 
breasts. 

Apparently the operation is 
relatively safe, doesn’t cause 
(or stop) cancer and leaves 
only a minor scar under the 
breast fold. It doesn’t prevent 
breast feeding. 

The cost of the mammary 
prostheses demonstrated to 
the surgeons — attending a 
Northwest Society of Plastic 
Surgeons conference — was 
$210 a pair. 

Popple says that in a couple 
of weeks the price will go up to 
$214 — just inflation really. 


Three city men 
on tax board 


Three Victoria men have 
been appointed to the Mineral 
Land Tax Review Board, 
established to hear appeals 
under the Mineral Land Tax 
Act. 

Gordon McDougall, 1551 
Honey Rd., will chair the 
three-man board. McDougall, 
a mining engineer and private 
consultant, will be paid $180 a 
day for his work with the 
board. 

Roderick MacDonald, 1269 
Marchant Rd., a lawyer with 
the firm MacDonald and 
Tindall, and Norman Randall, 
3943 Marjean, a retired ac¬ 
countant, will also serve on 
the board for $150 per diem. 

The board will act as an 
appeal body for persons who 
object to being assessed under 
the legislation or object to the 
size of their assessment. 

The legislation places a tax 


on privately-owned land used 
for mineral production and 
some 6,500 tax notices 
covering more than one 
million acres have been 
mailed out since the 
legislation was passed last 
spring. 


B.C. agent's

screening doctors could 
predict those high-risk 
mothers. Mothers generally 
could ensure the birth of a 
healthier baby by good 
nutrition without overeating, 
he said. 

Dr. Harding told members 
of the B.C. Chapter of the 
College of Family Physicians 
of Canada and the general 
practice section of the B.C. 
Medical Association always to 
be on the alert for high-risk 
births. 


The speaker of the B.C. 
legislature has warned 
reporters not to quote from 
the unofficial first drafts of 
Hansard, the record of debate 
by. MLAs, or they may lose 
their special privileges. 

In a letter to two reporters 
from the Vancouver Province, 
which last week printed a 
short excerpt from the 
Hansard "blues”, as the 
rough copy is called, Speaker 
Gordon Dowding said they 
may be in contempt of the 
legislature. 

Quoting from the rough 
drafts, the letter said, is 
against the legislature’s 
standing order 129 which 
prohibits publication or 
broadcast outside the 1 ’ 


legislature of the tape 
recording of debates. 

“.. . contempt of the orders 
of the house obviously could 
lead to exclusion of a reporter 
from the special consideration 
afforded to the press in these 
precincts,” Dowding’s letter 
said. 

"The blue copies are not for 
publication and offer no 
comfort for accuracy or claim 
of privilege until examined by 
members and properly 
corrected and approved for 
final printing,” it said. 

Andy Stephen, president of 
the legislative press gallery, 
said . he was surprised 
Dowding "would go over the 
heads of the executive” of the 
gallery which has a con¬ 


stitution dealing with the 
conduct of its members. 

"I hope Mr. Dowding will 
see fit to seek an early 
meeting with the gallery 
executive to discuss this 
problem which he considers to 
be of such extreme im¬ 
portance,” Stephen said. 

Questioned in the house 
later, Dowding said he 
regretted that the matter was 
raised in public. He had hoped 
to dispose of it privately, by 
writing a letter to the two 
reporters. 

He also criticized Stephen 
for having involved himself in 
the issue before it reached any 
“official stage.” 

Dowding stuck his 
statements in the letter that 
publication of any material 


from the "blues” would be 
against standing order 129 and 
that such practice was 
"punishable by punishment 
meted out” against any other 
offenders. 

Socred MLA Jim Chabot 
(Columbia) told the 
legislature Dowding’s stand 
was indicative of a double 
standard. The speaker, he 
said, had previously accepted 
a motion for the order paper 
from the government based on 
information taken from the 
blues.

Rather than protecting 
tenants, the legislation would 
result in an even more critical 
shortage of rental units by 
discouraging construction of 
apartment building, Smith 
said.

If the legislature could 
continue the current session in 
the spirit of co-operation 
evident Wednesday during 
debate on two bills, MLAs 
would be on their way home 
next week. 

Joyful abandon marked the 
second reading of the B.C. 
Tartan Act and the B.C. Day 
Act. Socreds, Conservatives 
and Liberals fell over 
themselves congratulating the 
government for two splendid 
pieces of legislation, and 
government MLAs 
congratulated themselves. 

Both bills received 
unanimous support, but not 
without some rather forced 
humor. 

Newell Morrison (S.C.— 
Victoria) said the tartan to be 
known as the official B.C. 
tartan, had too many "red 
threads" in it for his taste. 

He had no comments on the 

B.C. Day Act which proposes 


to declare the first Monday in 
August an official holiday in 
B.C. 

Pat McGeer (L.— 
Vancouver-Point Grey) said 
Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall should have introduced 
the tartan bill by “doing a 
highland fling” on the lawn of 
the Legislative Buildings. 

Industrial Development 
Minister Gary Lauk told the 
house he had heard that 
bagpipes were invented by the 
Polish people who, when they 
heard the sound, sent them 
immediately to Scotland. 

Jim Chabot (SC—Columbia 
River) said he likes the idea of 
a B.C. tartan but it would be 
fitting the recognize Canada’s 
two founding cultures by 
"putting a little fleur-de-lis in 
the corner of thq ties or kilts.” 

When Transport Minister 
Bob Strachan told the 
legislature in a thick Scottish 


broque that he "canna let this 
one go beigh” without saying 
something, he was reminded 
by Speaker Gordon Dowding 
to "speak English.”

Cowichan sewer study 


NORTH COWICHAN — 
Council has decided to have 
the municipal staff do a cost 
study on sewers in the 
municipality. 

The idea originated with 
Aid. John Cannon who said, it 
imperative to make a cost 
study of sewer services and 
what is effect it would have if 
sewer developments were put 
on a general mill rate. 

Information on certain 
parts of the municipality is 
already available. 

"I think it is important to 
put all that information into a 
workable report,” Cannon 
stated. 

Aid. Dennis Hogan ex¬ 
plained that putting sewers on 
a general mill rate would 
automatically alter the 
present philosophy of general 
areas. 

It was explained that in 


general areas ratepayers pay 
for services provided. Mayor 
Gerry Smith questioned the 
wisdom of having sewer 
developments on a general 
mill rate pointing out that, for 
instance, a hard pressed 
farmer in Westholme could 
not be expected to pay for a 


sewer in another area of the 
municipality. 

After the meeting Cannon 
elaborated^ his community 
plan idea. "The plan basically 
will show us whet we need and 
what we should have and it 
will determine the sequence of 
development,” he said.

Lottery vote clears, 
opposition splits 


The B.C. Lotteries Act was 
given approval in principle in 
the legislature this week in an 
unusual free vote which saw 
three Socreds break ranks to 
vote in favor of the bill. 

The vote tallied at 31 to 
with six Socreds, two Liberals 
and NDP backbencher Peter 
Rolston (Dewdney) voting 
against the legislation. 

The two Conservative 
members and three Socreds, 
Pat Jordan, Alex Fraser and 
Ed Smith, supported the 
government but several NDP 
members and the remaining 
Liberal members were absent 
from the house for the vote. 

Debate centred around the 
morality of lotteries and 
opponents said sweepstakes 
amounted to regressive taxes 
on the poor. 


Socred leader Bill Bennett 
said the major purchasers of 
* lottery tickets are poor people 
hoping to “get rich quick’’ and 
thus the cost of tickets falls 
disproportionately on the 
lower income group. 

Citing examples in the 
United States, Bennett said 
state lotteries find it difficult 
to maintain revenues and 
therefore keep expanding 
operations until they are held 
as often as every day. 

Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson supported Bennett’s 
stand and said lotteries most 
often occur in underdeveloped 
countries and in dictatorships 
where the government hopes 
to take people’s minds off the 
real problems that face a 
country. 


Anderson and others said 
the government should not 
encourage gambling and 
Socred Bob McClelland 
(Langley) said gambling can 
be as addictive as alcoholism. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said the lotteries are 
“entirely optional” and 
cannot be construed as taxes. 
Individuals, he said, should be 
given the freedom to gamble. 

Rolston told the house that 
as a Christian socialist he 
could not support a bill which 
gives false dreams to the 
people of B.C. 

B.C. is a wealthy province, 
Rolston said, and he would 
rather see the government 
openly paying for the com¬ 
munity facilities it needs.

You start with a pencil, paper

The sun is shining, the birds 
are singing, and in the nur¬ 
series bedding plants are 
flaunting bright colors. 

The urge is to rush out there 
and buy. 

But the word from a nur¬ 
seryman who stands to profit 
from that urge says: Don’t do 
it 

At least, don’t do it yet. 

Bill Bayley, who has a 
nursery near Parson’s Bridge 
on the Old Island Highway, 
recommends plenty of 
planning before trying to 
establish a garden. 

“The biggest stumbling 
block for people trying to 
establish a garden for a new 
home, or revamping a garden 
around an older home, is that 
they don’t know where to 
start/’ says Bayley. 

The place to start, he says, 
is with pencil, paper and 
ruler. 

First make a scale plan of 
the property and start 
blocking out various areas. 

Top of the list had better 
come a vegetable garden—a 
plot 20 feet by 20 feet at the 
back would be great. 

“The coat of living being 
what it is, every family needs 
to grow some vegetables,” 
says Bayley. 

Then set aside adjacent 
work areas—a place for the 
compost heap, and a place to 
keep tools, and possibly a 
small greenhouse. 

“We have so many pen¬ 
sioners living in this area, and 
a greenhouse is a relatively 
inexpensive and very 
rewarding hobby.” 


Next it’s time to look at the 
house and plan for living 
areas. This would include 
building patios and paths 
beside the house. 

And still you can’t get into 
the flower beds, says Bayley. 

Plan now for the shape of 
beds or rockeries. 

Decide if you like plenty of 
lawn because it’s relatively 
work free, or if you are 
prepared for the time needed 
for finicky flowers. 


Artificial I 

pancreas | 

An artificial pancreas 
which, if implahted in the 
body of a diabetic, could 
eliminate the need for daily 
insulin shots, has been built by 
a number of California doc¬ 
tors. 

Dr. Samuel Pessman of the 
University of Southern 
California School of Medicine 
said it will be some time 
before human tests could 
begin. Implants of the ar¬ 
tificial pancreas in animals, 
he said, will be done within a 
few months. 

the device consists of a 
sensor which keeps track of 
how much sugar is in the 
blood, a small computer that 
figures out how much insulin 
is needed to maintain a proper 
level of blood sugar, a 
miniature pump that squirts 
the right amount of insulin 
into the blood and a small bag 
of insulin^ holding three 
months’ supply. 


And at this point remember 
the cardinal rule of planning- 
no straight lines. 

“Nothing in nature happens 
in straight lines," says 
Bayley, “and the garden 
should be an extension of 
nature.” 

So outline some shapely 
beds, and then plan for some 
large trees. 

“The big trees must go in 
first. You would need about 
five or six on a lot.” 

After that move down the 
scale to the shrubs, so that 
permanent plants are all 
planned before anyone suc¬ 
cumbs to the allure of the 
flowers 

“I think that 75 per cent of 
the flower beds should contain 
basic foundation stuff—the 
perennials that last the 
longest with the least amount 
of care,” says Bayley. 

“The other 25 per cent—the 
front part of the bed—could be 
annuals or spring and fall 
bulbs.” 


And through all the trials 
and tribulations take some 
frequent strolls down to the 
nursery. 

"Any nursery man will 
advise you—I’ve done quite a 
bit of landscaping and would 
be ready to advise on plan¬ 
ning. 

“Don’t forget before you 
buy to ask questions. 

“Perhaps you like 
rhodedendrons, but there are 
186 varieties available in B.C., 
and the nurseryman is the one 
to tell you what kind is 
suitable for a specific 
location.” 

Bayley advises a five-year 
plan for a garden. 

Buy small plants as much as 
possible—you’ll save a for¬ 
tune. 

And if you have a young 
family concentrate on the 
front yard, and leave the back 
yard and lawn to the kids. 
Meticulous plans for the back 
can wait until the children 
grow up.

Increases in prices are also 
predicted closer to home, but 
fish and chip .entrepreneurs 
report no lack of sales. . 

“The customers may not be 
coming in as frequently as 
before, but we get just as 
many,” reports Charles 
LaVertu, manager of London 
Fish and Chip Cafe on Pan¬ 
dora. 

LaVertu uses halibut and 
reports that, although fish 
prices haven’t risen since last 
summer, indications are 
halibut will be up from its 
current $1.08 a pound to $2.40 
before this summer is 
through. 

He’s also looking at near- 
future increases for a 100- 
pound sack of potatoes. Lastj 
year pegged at $4.50, they’re 
now $11.75 a sack and soon, he 


says, it’ll be $26. Then there’s 
the frying grease, an increase 
to 41 cents a pound from 11 
cents. 

All of which means, says 
LaVertu, that “I’ll have to 
increase prices to the 
customer.’’ He’s considering a 
jump to $1.75 from the current 
$1.50 for a single piece of fish 
(two to three ounces) and 
chips. 

Other fish and chip shops in 
the area, - depending on 
whether they use cod or 
halibut, will also be affected, 
says LaVertu.

Health tests urged 
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All juvenile offenders 
should have thorough medical 
examinations to determine if 
there is a link between anti¬ 
social behavior and physical 
conditions. 

This is one point on which 
three organizations agreed in 
briefs presented in Victoria 
Thursday to the Family and 
Children’s Law Commission. 

“The professional approach 
in the past has too often been 
to blame environment and 
parenting, with little attention 
given to medical factors,” 
said members of the Victoria 
branch of the Canadian 
Schizophrenia Foundation. 

They pointed out that often 
diseases such as 
hypoglycemia, diabetes, 
allergies or thyroid or hor¬ 
mone imbalances go un¬ 
detected. 

But these diseases, along 
with a whole range of 
malnutrition diseases, are 
known to have the effect of 
causing mental and emotional 
disturbances and learning 
disabilities. 

Asking that all pre-sentence 
reports include a thorough 
medical examination, natural 
parents (parents whose 
children have been removed 
to the care of the court), said: 
“How much grief we parents 
could have been spared if, 
instead of being asked about 
toilet training, weaning, and 
of course how we get along 
with our spouses, our children 
had been given a proper full 
medical examination. 

The parents pointed out that 
when a child appears in 
juvenile court, the parent 
usually feels guilty and a 
failure. 

“There is a tendency for 
court workers and other 
professionals to assume that 
the parents are in some way 
lacking and they ignore the 
parents’ love and concern. 

“This tendency aggravates 
a troubled situation and 
makes the parent feel even 
more guilty and useless.” 


Evergreens doomed 


Chemical treatment~to kill 
and thin out 5,400 acres of 
evergreen trees on Vancouver 
Island and the Lower 
Mainland has been approved 
by the government in¬ 
terdepartmental committee 
on pesticides. 


Timber will be treated 
beginning in June in Sechelt, 
Lake Cowichan, Parksville, 
Campbell River, Mission, 
Cultis Lake, Powell River, 
Lund, and Hope forest 
districts.

The parents also ask that 
custody hearings should be 
separate from delinquency 
hearings. 

“In our experience we have 
the feeling right from the 
beginning when our child is 
suspected of committing a 
delinquency that there is 
something wrong with our 
family,” said the brief. 

“We are of the opinion that 
before custody can be 
removed from the parents 
there should be a hearing at 


which the prosecutor would 
have to prove the parents to be 
unfit.” 

In addition parents should 
be given copies of all legal 
documents, such as commital 
or probation orders, and 
copies of all pre-sentence or 
similar reports. 

And like the Capital Region 
Foster Parents Association, 
the natural parents insist 
there must be a juvenile 
facility where youngsters can 
be held if necessary. At 


present delinquents who have 
to be confined are sent to an 
adult jail. 

The foster parents are 
asking for a prescribed form 
for court medical reporting 
which should include testing 
for various diseases which 
could affect a child’s 
behavior and development. 

They asked for the abolition 
of the adversary system in 
divorce and separation cases. 

“There should be round¬ 
table hearings and efforts 


made to have the people in¬ 
volved work out the best 
solution for everyone,” said 
the brief. 

Standard guidelines should 
be worked out for main¬ 
tenance and sharing of 
marriage property. Courts, 
not deserted wives, should be 
responsible for the collection 
of maintenance payments. 

Most important, children 
should have their own in¬ 
dividual representation at 
custody hearings. 


'Hot' cars for firemen 


A Victoria fire official 
doesn’t mind if a citizen 
brings a fire to the fire station 
— providing it’s a car fire. 

Deputy Fire Chief Carl 
Coates said in an interview 
two cars on fire were brought 
to the Victoria station last 
year, and one so far this year. 

Providing you know where 
the fire station is, Coates said, 
driving an automobile with a 


smouldering back seat to the 
station might be the fastest 
way to have the fire ex¬ 
tinguished. 

But in case the station is not 
close Coates had several other 
suggestions to help car 
owners. 

Keep a small dry-chemical 
extinguisher in the car, he 
recommends. 

A two-pound extinguisher 


composed of bicarbonate of 
soda may be purchased from 
a hardware store for about 
$15. 

The owner should have no 
trouble using it providing he 
reads the instructions, Coates 
added. 

“If you don’t have an ex¬ 
tinguisher, straight dirt is 
better than nothing.” 

Coates also said it is not 


Trucking rule slammed 


Scenery-seeking Sunday 
motorists are likely to be 
hampered by transport trucks 
and B.C. Automobile 
Association president George 
Bradley wants something 
done about it. 

Bradley is calling on the 
provincial government to 
back appeals by Ontario and 
Quebec against a recent 


Canadian Transport Com¬ 
mission ruling which grants 
two eastern carriers the right 
to use trucks on a Sunday. 

Previously Sunday trucking 
had been confined to 
movement of perishables, but 
Bradley says the com¬ 
mission’s move opens the way 
for a flood of requests from 
trucking operations across 


Canada to demand Sunday 
operating privileges. 

'‘Visions of Sunday 
motorists sandwiched be¬ 
tween slow-moving transports 
on the Hope-Princeton High¬ 
way or through the Fraser 
Canyon can become a reality 
unless the decision is rever¬ 
sed,” he said. 


dangerous to use water on a 
fire started by one of the car’s 
electrical circuits. 

But, he pointed out, the car 
may be “inoperative” the 
next day if water is used. 

Electrical short circuits in 
the car’s ignition system, 
caused by insulation being 
worn away, and resulting in a 
spark coming in contact with 
grease, were responsible for 
12 of the 27 car fires this year. 

Another 12 occurred 
because carburettors back¬ 
fired or flooded. 

One was caused by a 
cigarette butt tossed into a 
car, another by a gas heater 
and another was started by a 
welder repairing a car. 

The 27 car fires this year, 
when projected to a full year, 
Coates said, is slightly higher 
than fhe 1973 figure. 

There were 67 last year, 
which resulted in $16,170 
damage. 


Cut hiker flown out 

A 17-year-old hiker who cut himself with an axe in Pacific 
Rim National Park was airlifted to Royal Jubilee Hospital by 
RCMP helicopter Wednesday. 

But Roy Van De Kamp (originally from Surrey), who 
arrived in dramatic style on the Veterans Hospital lawn Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, was discharged from Jubilee with minimum 
fuss later the same evening. 

The RCMP helicopter — a stand-in for the regular Pacific 
Rescue team on assignment elsewhere—was surveying the 
Port Renfrew area when it received the call to airlift Van De 
Kamp from the Pachena Lighthouse south of Tofino. 

Sheet metal strike 

Sixty sheet metal workers, employed by Wescraft 
Manufacturing Ltd. at Keating Crossroad and Bridge Street, 
struck the plant Thursday after suspension of contract talks. 

The men, members of local 276, Sheet Metal Workers, are 
asking for wage increases of $1.55 to $1.90 in a 15-month 
agreement. 

Present wage rates range from $4.35 for drivers and 
warehousemen, to $4.60 for tool makers. 

Other construction workers, meanwhile, are keeping a wary 
eye open for deliveries of aluminum sash and doors from the 
struck plant to construction sites. 

Such deuveries would either be turned back, or if accepted 
could result in picketing by the strikers, with construction 
workers refusing to cross picket lines.

The Beverage Dispensers Union, which recently organized 
workers in the Douglas cafeteria, is beginning to bargain with 
t B.C. Government Employees Union members for a first con¬ 
tract for cafeteria workers. 

At present the workers are getting $2.50 an hour, 25 cents 
above the provincial minimum wage, while civil servants are 
‘ getting low-cost meals, with a full lunch available for about $1. 

The BCGEU does not directly run the cafeteria, but the 
Victoria branch of the union has a cafeteria society responsible 
for the non-profit venture. 

The society has run into heavy criticism lately for em¬ 
ploying non-union help in the cafeteria, but has been reluctant to 
organize workers under the BCGEU because of possible con¬ 
flicting interests.

There’s no doubt in the mind 
of Brian Roberts, president of 
B.C. Wineries Association, 
that it’s the newly-legal 
drinkers who are consuming 
those sweet beverages with 
funny flavors and even- 
funnier names. 

“It’s logical,” he said. “This 
generation of new drinkers 
have grown up on sweet things 

— soda pop and candy and 
fizzy things. So it’s only 
natural that now, thanks to the 
mysterious magic of a birth¬ 
day, when they go into a 
liquor store they pick up 
something that seems 
familiar — sweet and fizzy.” 

This, he feels, has a double- 
barelled advantage. 

“Firstly, it gets them 
drinking wine and secondly — 
but far more important — 
these so-called popular wines 
are low-alcohol in volume and 
make a nice bridge between 
Coco-Cola and the harder 
stuff." 

The wine-drinking palate in 
B.C. has changed drastically 
over the past 50 years, 
Roberts pointed out. 

“Way back, it was the 
dessert wines, the ports and 
sherries that were the big 
things. Then, about 15 years 
ago, the table wines — whites, 
reds and roses — jumped into 
a prominent part of the

market. Finally, along came 
the pop wines phenomenon 
and now the table wines are on 
the up swing again.” 


Total sales volume has been 
climbing steadily over the 
past few years, he said. 
“And, quite frankly, I think 


our local wines stack up very 
well compared to local wines 
anywhere in the world.” 

It is ridiculous, he added, to 
compare any so-called 
domestic brand from 
anywhere with an appellation 

— or named — blend. 

“You can take the same 
grape stock and plant in 
different areas, even of the 
same vinyard — let alone half¬ 
way across the world, and the 
wines they produce will be 
completely dissimilar in body, 
aroma and taste.” 

A spokesman for the Liquor 
Board agreed that wine sales 

— especially of local wines — 
was growing. But it still 
amounts to only a fraction of 
total volume, he said. 

One salesman at the 
Government Street store said 
the greater part of sales at 
that location remained cheap, 
fortified wines — especially 
sherry and in the 26-ounce 
size. 

The Nootka Court store, on 
the other hand, has “a steady 
trickle of domestic sales but 
most people .coming here 
seem to prefer imported 
brands.” 

Big mover at the liquor 
store in Col wood Corners is 
semi-sweet red and white 
table wine in the half-gallon or 
gallon crocks and the new self- 
serve store in Langford 
claims that is too early there 
yet to establish any pattern, 
but the low-alcohol, sparkling 
wines seem to be an early 
trend-setter.

At present, it isn’t sure how 
many new jobs this will create 
in Victoria. 

However, many of the 
employees of the Jordan 
facility will be relocated here, 
he said. 

“This will give the Victoria 
area a boos* m many ways.” 
he added — if not in new jobs, 
in new residents. 

Expansion of the winery, at 
3948 Quadra, will begin 
shortly, he added. 

Reason for the change in 
locale, Roberts said, was that 
the economics of either 
providing a new location on 
the lower Mainland or ex¬ 
panding facilities here pointed 
conclusively to the latter. 

About 18 workers in New 
Westminster will not be 
moved here. They will be 
offerd either early retirement 
or “suitable” severance 
arrangements, he said. 

Furthermore, any worker 
who does not wish to move 
here will be assisted by the 
company in- finding suitable 
employment on the Mainland, 
he said. 

Location is expected to 
begin within the next couple of 
months. 

Union spokesman Jack 
Chapelas, business agent for 
Local 300 of the International 
Brewery Workers, however, 
doesn’t view the planned 
relocation in such a favorable 
light. 

In Vancouver Wednesday he 
criticized low severance pay 


rates and said the company 
was being disloyal to workers, 
some of whom had been at the 
plant since it opened in 1962. 

“It leaves a sour taste,” he 
said.
